ten to twenty pounds of powder in any 
house or store wilhin the limits of the 
town. A small brick or stone mugaziuu 
should be erected in a suitable place 
under the control of the government, 
where powder should bo securely stored, 
and the expense defrayed by charging 
for storage.

Licenses sliould be grant- 
ed lo "very one uu applicaliiiii, provided 
be is not a disreputable person ; and the 
discretionary jiovver should nol extend 
beyond Ibis. The repeal of the law 
making il necessary lo have a license 
before you can land liijiiors is demanded. 
This is absurd in a place that boasts of 
being a free port. That is not all ; il is 
detrimental to our prosperity. ■ ' Land the 
liquors lirst; tax thcm;aflerwardSir^But 
do not drive trade away, by siich an 
anomaly. . , , • :
